I submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  for  the  period  from  July  6,  1961 
to  June  30,  1933,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a report  made 
to  me  by  Mr.  William  Schwartz,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  for  the  period  from  July  6, 
1961,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  June  30,  1963,  and  report 
thereon  as  follows: 


An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  recorded 
financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  shown  on  the  books  of  the 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  or  committing  bills 
for  collection. 

The  accounting  officer’s  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  receipts 
being  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the  payments 
were  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  the 
treasurer’s  records  of  the  disbursements.  The  appropriation  ac- 
counts and  loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk’s  record  of  town  meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit 
were  made,  and  a balance  sheet,  a copy  of  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  June  30,  1963. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with 
the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid 
into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  compared  with 
the  selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse 
town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  on  June  30,  1963  was  proved  by  reconcili- 
ation of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the  bank 
of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 
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The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  proved 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the  can- 
celled securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  taxes,  interest,  and  costs 
transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the 
collector’s  records,  the  recorded  disclaimers  were  verified,  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  June 
30,  1963  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  accounting  officer’s 
ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 


It  is  recommended  that  the  town  treasurer  proceed  to  fore- 
close the  rights  of  redemption  on  all  tax  titles  held  over  two 
years  as  required  by  Section  50,  Chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  transactions  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  sav- 
ings bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investment  of 
these  funds  were  examined  and  listed. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  during  the 
period  of  the  audit  were  examined  and  proved  with  the  account- 
ing officer’s  controlling  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  taxes  and  excise  outstanding  at  the  time  of 
the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commit- 
ments, were  audited  and  compared  with  the  assessors’  warrants 
issued  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  asses- 
sors’ records  of  abatements  granted,  the  taxes  transferred  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  controlling  ac- 
counts. 

The  reconciliation  of  the  collector’s  cash  as  of  June  30,  1963 
shows  the  sum  of  $327.25  as  due  from  the  collector. 

It  is  recommended  that  tax  takings  be  made  by  the  collec- 
tor to  secure  a prompt  settlement  of  the  delinquent  tax  and  ex- 
cise accounts  which  on  the  audit  date  were  as  far  back  as  1955 
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for  taxes,  and  1957  for  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise.  There 
are  sufficient  remedies  under  the  tax  laws  for  a tax  collector 
to  clear  the  warrants  committing  taxes  and  excise  for  collection, 
and  the  settlement  of  all  overdue  accounts  will  improve  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town,  and  the  cost  of  audits  for  recon- 
ciling and  verifying  the  outstanding  accounts  would  be  decreased 
materially  if  the  tax  and  excise  levies  were  settled  promptly. 

Collections  of  taxes,  excise  and  interest  should  be  paid  to 
the  town  treasurer  once  a week  or  oftener,  as  required  by  Sec- 
tion 2,  Chapter  60,  of  the  General  Laws.  Two  payments  were 
m*ade  to  the  town  treasurer  in  1983  for  collections  for  the  period 
from  January  1 to  June  30,  1963.  In  this  connection  it  was  noted 
that  collections  for  the  period  from  November  8 to  December  31, 
1962,  aggregating  $11,307.06  were  received  by  the  town  treasurer 
as  of  January  3,  1963,  and  the  available  free  cash  of  the  town 
as  of  January  1,  1983  was  correspondingly  reduced. 


The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  commitments  were  proved,  the  col- 
lections were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  respective  ledger  controls. 

Verification  notices  were  sent  to  a number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and 
from  the  replies  received  thereto  it  appears  that  the  outstanding 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  and  permits  issued  by 
the  selectmen,  the  town  clerk,  and  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the 
State  and  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required  by 
law  to  furnish  such  surety  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  available 
records  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  town  treas- 
urer were  verified  by  comparision  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the 
accounting  officer’s  books,  and  the  cash  balances  in  the  depart- 
ments were  proved. 
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There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s  and  the 
collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax 
possessions,  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  invest- 
ment funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  received 
from  the  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behaff  of  my  assis- 
tants and  for  myself,  I wish  to  express  appreciation.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

During  the  year  1963  the  several  town  departments  remained 
within  their  operating  budgets.  Some  transferring  of  funds  was 
necessary  due  to  unforeseeable  conditions  such  as  created  by 
lack  of  employment,  much  snow  removal,  and  conditions  be- 
yond our  control. 

One  of  the  utmost  concerns  to  all  of  us  is  the  condition  of 
the  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge.  Much  money  goes  into  the  main- 
tenance of  this  bridge  each  year  with  no  improvements  in- 
volved. Due  to  the  high  cost  of  a replacement  which  neither 
town  can  afford,  the  Selectmen  of  Dighton  and  Berkley  have 
jointly  petitioned  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  request 
Federal  Aid  under  their  aid  program  for  secondary  roads. 

A Public  Institutional  Property  Insurance  Plan  was  initiated 
during  the  year.  All  public  buildings  are  adequately  covered 
based  on  their  present  replacement  costs. 

The  South  Main  Street  Reconstruction  got  under  way  and 
approximately  3,500  feet  of  new  roadway  was  constructed. 

A section  of  Riverside  Drive  was  gravelled  and  oiled. 

As  no  removal  of  dead  Elm  trees  was  made  due  to  a lack 
of  an  appropriation,  we  recommend  that  $1,000  be  made  avail- 
able in  1964  for  this  purpose. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  reconstruction  of  South  Main 
Street  be  continued  by  the  use  of  funds  made  available  under 
Chapter  822  of  the  acts  of  1963  allotting  Berkley  a sum  of 
$5,368.46. 

We  also  recommend  for  1964  that  a section  of  roadway  on 
Bay  View  Avenue  be  improved  and  to  continue  the  improve- 
ment of  Riverside  Drive  and  start  the  reconstruction  of  An- 
thony Street. 

In  conclusion  may  we  express  appreciation  for  the  courtesy 
and  assistance  extended  by  all  for  their  cooperation  with  us  in 
the  conduct  of  the  town’s  business.

The  last 
book  to  be  received  was  for  the  1963  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  Tax 
on  the  evening  of  January  31,  1934.  Notices  for  verification  pur- 
poses will  be  mailed  when  all  listings  have  ben  completed. 

Examinations  of  specific  items  as  noted  by  this  office  in  the 
past,  and  those  stated  in  the  State  Auditor’s  report  received  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  be  conducted.  Questions  as  to 
why  old  accounts  have  not  been  closed,  and  proper  procedure 
followed  against  delinquent  accounts  will  be  included  in  the 
audit. 

Some  tests  of  the  Treasurer’s  accounts  have  been  made. 
Others  are  to  follow  in  conjunction  with  the  inspection  of  the 
Collector’s  records.  The  Treasurer’s  records  examined  to  date, 
appear  in  good  order. 

Recommendations :

1963  was  a quiet  year  for  the  Board  of  Registrars,  with  only 
the  one  town  election  being  held.  1964  promises  to  be  quite  dif- 
ferent, however,  being  the  year  for  presidential  and  state  prima- 
ries, the  town  election,  and  the  national  election  in  November. 

Poll  taxes  having  been  outlawed  in  Massachusetts,  the  last 
poll  list  was  delivered  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  1963. 

In  connection  with  the  contested  election  in  the  Fifth  Bristol 
District  as  of  November  6,  1962,  an  order  was  adopted  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  by  which  all  articles  incidental  to  said 
election  were  to  be  provided  to  the  House  Committee  on  Elec- 
tions by  all  the  towns  in  the  district.  In  addition  to  all  the  bal- 
lots cast  in  Berkley,  the  town  clerk  was  ordered  to  provide: 

The  check  lists  of  voters  used  at  the  election; 

The  official  count  for  Representative  constituting  the  election 
returns; 

The  official  count  resulting  from  the  recount  which  follow- 
ed that  election; 

The  1962  street  list  constituting  the  basis  of  the  list  of  regis- 
tered voters; 

The  record  of  the  clerk  of  the  election; 

The  list  of  applicants  for  absentee  ballots; 

All  ballots  protested  in  the  recount;  and 

All  original  applications,  envelopes,  etc.,  for  absentee  ballots 
cast. 

These  materials  were  delivered  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  at 
the  State  House  on  February  15,  1963,  and  were  returned  to  the 
town  clerk  several  weeks  later  without  comment.  The  clerk’s 
travel  expense  to  the  State  House  was  reimbursed  by  the  State. 

It  is  the  hope  that  1964  street  listings  will  be  printed  in  book- 
let form  and  be  made  available  at  cost  to  anyone  desiring  copies.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To:  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Berkley 


Gentlemen: 

As  your  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  of  1983. 

During  the  year  of  1963  there  were  a total  of  90  fire  calls 
answered  by  the  Fire  Department,  38  ambulance  calls,  33  trips 
to  Morton  Hospital  in  Taunton,  2 trips  to  Fall  River  Hospitals, 
1 trip  to  rest  home,  1 trip  to  a Boston  hospital,  1 trip  to  a Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  hospital,  with  local  residents  of  the  town. 

The  Fire  Extinguishers  in  the  schools,  library  and  churches 
have  been  inspected  by  a member  of  the  Fire  Department,  so 
designated  by  me,  during  the  past  year;  monthly  fire  drills  are 
held  (weather  permitting)  during  the  school  season,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  school  principal,  who  is  a qualified  fireman. 

To  the  townspeople,  again  I would  like  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  town  ambulance  that  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Fire 
Department.  This  is  your  ambulance  and  it  is  for  the  use  of 
all  residents  of  the  town  that  require  ambulance  service,  and 
also  your  Fire  Department  has  two  (2)  resuscitators— one  is 
located  in  the  ambulance  at  the  main  Fire  Station  on  the  Com- 
mon and  the  other  one  is  located  in  the  Berkley  Fire  Station  in 
the  Myrick  district.  In  calling  for  either  one  or  the  ambulance, 
dial  the  Fire  Telephone — No.  26354 — and  an  effort  will  be  made 
to  assist  you;  every  effort  will  be  made  to  handle  emergency 
cases  immediately  and  all  others  on  their  merits. 

I would  like  to  call  the  townspeople’s  attention  to  the  above 
report  of  90  fire  calls  the  Fire  Department  answered  during  the 
year  of  1963,  this  is  the  highest  number  of  calls  that  the  Depart- 
ment has  had  in  the  12  years  I have  been  your  Fire  Chief  and 
after  a careful  study  of  the  reports  from  these  fires,  60  of  them 
were  either  set  or  caused  by  not  using  good  judgment. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of  the 
town  for  their  cooperation  with  the  Fire  Department,  also  ex- 
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press  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department, 
Police  Department  and  all  others  who  have  cooperated  and  as- 
sisted in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Berkley,  Mass. 

At  the  town  meeting  last  year  a complement  of  ten  members 
was  authorized  for  the  Industrial  Development  Commission.  As 
a result  some  new  members  were  appointed  to  this  organization. 
We  welcome  these  new  members  and  appreciate  their  efforts 
and  willingness  to  work  for  the  best  interest  of  Berkley. 

The  purpose  and  objective  of  the  Industrial  Development 
Commission  is  to  attract  new  business  and  industry  into  our 
Town.  Past  surveys  show  that  Berkley  does  have  some  industry 
and  that  there  are  well  over  twenty  business  establishments 
here.  These  establishments  range  from  manufacturing  plants 
to  retail  outlets.  True,  Berkley  needs  more  industry  and  more 
business,  and  the  Industrial  Development  Commission  is  work- 
ing toward  this  end. 
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It  is  our  belief  that  to  attract  business  and  industry  we  must 
have  something  to  offer.  . We  must  have  something  to  induce 
these  people  to  start  business  here  and  to  come  into  our  town. 
So  let  us  ask  ourselves:  “what  do  we  have  to  offer  and  what  are 
these  inducements  that  might  be  attractive  to  some  enterpris- 
ing concern;  or,  what  do  we  have  that  would  encourge  an  idi- 
vidual  to  re-locate  or  to  start  a new  business  here?” 

We,  of  the  Commission  have  given  this  considerable  thought 
and  effort.  Here  is  our  answer:  We  believe  Berkley  has  many 
advantages.  It  is  in  an  excellent  location  here  in  Southeastern 
Massachusetts;  a good  central  location  for  distribution  to  sur- 
rounding, highly  populated  areas.  We  have  good  land  and  ex- 
cellent business  sites  right  here  in  Berkley.  We  have  a good 
source  of  electrical  power  supply;  and  we  enjoy  favorable  elec- 
trical rates  for  Industry.  This  is  important.  Roads  and  trans- 
portation routes  in  our  Town  and  throughout  the  area  are  more 
than  adequate.  Next,  the  skilled  labor  supply  from  Berkley  and 
from  the  surrounding  towns  is  excellent;  and  the  general  busi- 
ness climate  is  good.  Although  we  have  no  town  water  supply  at 
the  present  time,  this  should  pose  no  real  problem  to  any  Indus- 
try coming  into  Berkley. 

And  so,  it  seems,  upon  careful  examination  that  we  do  have 
considerable  advantages  and  assets  that  we  can  talk  about.  All 
these  facts  and  this  information  should  be  common  knowledge 
to  the  citizens  of  Berkley.  Furthermore,  it  is  the  request  and 
the  hope  of  the  Industrial  Development  Commission  that  the  re- 
sponsible people  of  Berkley  will  be  mindful  of  these  good  features 
and  that  each  person,  in  his  own  way,  may  speak  well  of  these 
good  points  and  help  to  bring  industry  and  prosperity  to  our 
Town. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  acknowledge  the  older  members 
of  this  Commission  who  have  served  with  me  for  these  past  six 
years.  These  gentlemen,  Messrs.  Edmund  St.  Yves,  Secretary; 
Henry  F.  Baacke;  Ben  Rose;  and  Warren  Holmes,  have  given 
freely  of  their  time.  They  have  served  unselfishly.  They  have 
worked  in  harmony  toward  the  common  objectives  set  forth  by 
this  Commission.  I want  to  thank  them  for  their  sincere  efforts.

There  were  no  new  subdivisions  in  1963  necessitating  Plan- 
ning Board  action  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law. 

We  are  indebted  to  two  Board  members  who  resigned  in 
1963;  namely,  Mr.  Abilio  de  Oliveira  Aguas  and  Mr.  Russell 
Bennett.  Mr.  Aguas  is  to  be  commended  especially  for  his  un- 
tiring efforts  in  the  development  of  Dighton  Rock  State  Park. 
Mr.  Bennett,  as  town  delegate  to  the  Southeastern  Massachu- 
sets  Regional  Planning  Board,  was  praised  by  the  chairman  of 
that  organization  for  his  regular  attendance  and  forthright 
activeness. 

Maps  of  land  parcels  were  loaned  to  the  Board  of  Assessors 
for  their  use  in  the  current  tax  mapping  program. 

Two  proposed  amendments  to  the  existing  zoning  by-law 
were  drafted  for  insertion  on  the  warrant  of  a town  meeting. 
These  were  in  regard  to  future  house  trailer  limitation,  and  a 
minimum  house  size  requirement.  Both  were  designed  for  the 
improvement  of  the  economic  condition  of  the  town. 

Two  of  our  members  have  served  this  year  on  the  town 
by-law  committee. 

Due  to  current  high  per  capita  real  estate  taxes,  and  with 
no  relief  for  same  forthcoming  from  the  state,  the  Planning 
Board  does  not  believe  that  this  is  the  time  to  ask  for  funds  for 
professional  services  for  a town  master  plan  study  leading  to 
area  zoning  and  land  use  provisions,  much  as  such  a program  is 
needed  for  the  future.

Gentlemen : 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Public  WeKare, 
Town  of  Berkley,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1963, 
is  herewith  submitted. 

The  activities  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  have 
included  the  administration  of  the  following  programs: 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children 
Disability  Assistance 
General  Relief 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged 
Old  Age  Assistance 
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Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  was  granted  to  an 
average  twenty  eligible  recipients.  Federal  participation  was 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Under  the  Disability  Assistance  program,  there  was  one 
case,  during  the  year,  but  was  later  transferred  to  Medical  As- 
sistance for  the  Aged. 

General  Relief  case  load  average  about  seven  during  the 
past  year.  Those  who  do  not  meet  the  requirements  for  cate- 
gorical assistance,  this  type  of  assistance  is  granted.  Also,  ef- 
fective January  1,  1964,  with  elimination  of  Legal  Settlement, 
certain  revisions  will  be  required  under  the  present  procedure 
of  claiming  State  reimbursement. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  was  granted  to  an  average 
twelve  persons  during  the  year  1963.  Expenditures  for  this 
category  of  assistance  will  continue  to  increase  as  those  recipi- 
ents who  received  Old  Age  Assistance  upon  entering  a licensed 
nursing  home  are  transferred  to  this  program. 

The  Old  Age  Assistance  case  load  average  sixteen.  As  of 
January  1,  1964,  elimination  of  Legal  Settlement  will  require 
certain  revisions  to  the  present  procedure  for  claiming  of  State 
reimbursement. 


To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  I wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  cooperation  they  have  given 
me.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Taxpayers  of  Berkley 

The  year  1963  has  been  one  of  progress  to  the  Town  of 
Berkley.  Due  to  the  Revaluation  Program  the  assessors  are 
now  able  to  offer  the  property  owner  a complete  record  of  his 
property.  With  the  combined  use  of  the  Card  Index  System  and 
the  Aerial  Survey  Map,  it  is  possible  to  establish  the  location, 
acreage,  valuation  and  tax  of  properties,  pin-pointed  on  the  map, 
in  a matter  of  minutes. 

The  hiring  of  a part  time  clerk,  by  the  board,  has  been  a 
convenience  for  the  townspeople  seeking  information,  forms, 
etc.  during  regular  office  hours.  It  has  also  provided  the  town 
with  its  first  “Information  Center”,  for  all  the  Town  Depart- 
ments. 

The  tax  rate  was  high  due  to  an  increase  in  the  General 
and  School  Budget  of  more  than  $61,119.95  over  the  previous 
year.  With  no  free  cash  available,  for  the  reduction  of  taxes, 
this  meant  that  a total  of  $96,119.95  had  to  be  raised  over  last 
year. 

A total  of  1,236  Motor  Vehicle  and  Trailer  Excise  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Collector  of  Taxes.

In  accordance  with  Section  60  of  Chapter  59,  the  General 
Laws,  these  applications  so  proccessed  are  open  to  public  in- 
spection. 

There  has  been  some  controversy  over  the  use  of  100% 
fair  market  value.  The  General  Laws  require  all  assessors  to 
assess  all  property  subject  to  local  taxation  at  its  “full  and  fair 
cash  value”.  This  is  equivalent  to  its  fair  market  value  or  the 
price  at  which  a willing  purchaser  would  buy  and  a willing  sell- 
er would  sell  the  property  involved.  It  is  evident  from  the 
number  of  building  permits  issued  and  the  transfers  received, 
from  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  that  compliance  with  the  General 
Laws  has  in  no  way  retarded  the  growth  of  Berkley.  River-view 
Highlands  is  an  example  of  the  development  now  taking  place  in 
town.  With  the  recent  reorganization  of  the  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Commission  it  is  possible  that  Berkley  will  attract  and  re- 
tain the  type  of  business  and  industry  beneficial  to  the  residents 
and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  the  Civil  Defense  and  those 
townspeople  who  helped  with  the  renovation  of  our  office.  With- 
out their  generous  donation  of  materials  and  effort,  the  job  could 
not  have  been  done. 

Also  we  extend  our  gratitude  for  the  cooperation  and  courte- 
sy shown  us  in  our  association  with  all  the  other  departments 
of  the  town.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 


Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present 
a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his  physician 
that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 


No-School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are  unable 
to  run,  a no-school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station 
WSAR,  Fall  River,  Radio  Station  WPEP,  Taunton,  Radio  Station 
WPRO,  Providence  and  Radio  Station  WARA,  Attleboro.  Par- 
ents are  urged  to  use  their  own  judgment  about  sending  their 
children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school  is  in 
session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  advisable. 


Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils 
residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more 
than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils  living  at 
lesser  distances  along  the  established  routes  are  transported  if 
the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time 
it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living 
under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity 
with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  w'eeks  of  school  in  Sep- 
tember. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley : 

I herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report.  Incorporated 
herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee,  the  School 
Nurse,  the  Principal,  the  Music  Supervisor  and  a report  of  the 
School  Doctor. 


Finances 

The  budget  shows  a gross  increase  of  $21,165.00  for  1964  and 
after  reimbursements  have  been  deducted  a net  increase  of 
$18,909.30  over  1963  is  shown.  The  greatest  increase  is  in  high 
school  tuition.  This  is  due  to  two  factors,  namely  the  increase  in 
the  number  attending  high  school  and  the  higher  tuition  rates. 
Tuition  rates  are  now  between  $450.00  and  $500.00. 

Teachers’  salaries  is  another  item  that  is  largely  responsi- 
ble for  the  increase  in  the  budget.  We  added  two  teachers  last 
year  and  expect  to  add  another  faculty  member  next  fall. 

Othr  notable  increases  are  in  janitors’  salaries  as  we  added 
a full-time  janitor  to  replace  two  part-time  men  at  the  Junior 
High  School.  We  also  have  an  item  of  $1,000.00  in  the  budget  for 
outside  repairs  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  increase  in  the  budget  is  12.4%.  The  increase  in  tuition 
is  23%  while  the  elementary  increase  is  8.1%.  The  net  per  pupil 
cost  for  1963  was  $283.88  for  grades  1 - 8. 


School  Program 

The  school  program  is  now  a 5 - 3 system.  This  was  brought 
about  because  of  space.  Five  years  in  the  elementary  school 
and  three  years  of  departmental  work  at  the  junior  high  school 
level. 

The  change  in  the  mathematics  program  to  the  modern  ap- 
proach is  the  big  change  in  our  curriculum  this  year.  The 
program  has  been  started  in  grades  4 and  7 and  will  be  put  in 
grades  5,  6 and  8 in  1984.  We  will  also  introduce  phases  of  the 
program  in  grades  1 to  3. 
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We  also  hope  to  improve  the  English,  social  studies  and 
science  programs  at  the  junior  high  school  with  the  help  of  the 
department  heads  of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
acting  as  coordinators.  We  have  added  Latin  to  the  junior  high 
school  program  at  grade  8. 

The  ninth  and  tenth  grades  are  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional 
High  School  now  and  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  are  finish- 
ing at  Apponoquet  Regional  High  School. 


Personnel 

We  have  two  first  grades  and  two  second  grade  teachers 
this  year.  Mrs.  Arlene  Lyons,  a graduate  of  Boston  University 
and  Miss  Helen  Gula,  a graduate  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater 
were  selected  to  teach  these  grades.  Miss  Kathryn  Dunlap  a 
gradual  of  Beaver  College  is  teaching  the  combination  third  and 
fourth  grade  that  takes  the  overflow  from  the  single  grades.  Mr. 
Robert  Tassinari,  who  resigned  and  has  been  replaced  by  Miss 
Janet  MacBeth  who  formerly  taught  at  Walnut  Hill  School, 
started  in  the  fifth  grade  last  fall.  Mr.  William  Horner  replaced 
Mr.  Arthur  Kenyoon  as  boys’  physical  education  teacher  and 
Mr.  Edward  Spillane  replaced  Mr.  David  Watson  as  instrumen- 
tal music  teacher. 

It  is  expected  that  we  will  add  at  least  one  new  teacher  to 
our  faculty  during  the  1964-65  school  year  as  it  seems  we  will 
need  three  third  grades  next  fall.  Mrs.  Anita  K.  Maciejowski 
replaced  Mrs.  Amelia  Cabral  as  school  nurse  in  September. 


Buildings 


Practically  all  the  lingering  items  to  be  completed  on  the 
new  building  have  been  accomplished.  Since  the  last  report 
the  kitchen  has  been  equipped  and  the  cafeteria  is  operating. 
Meals  are  also  canteened  from  this  unit  to  the  Junior  High 
School. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  we  repointed  some  of  the  building 
last  summer  and  will  complete  the  work  this  spring.  We  hope 
to  repair  the  walls  over  the  hallways  and  replace  some  of  the 
worn  out  window  frames. 
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Mr.  Richard  Babbitt  at  the  Elementary  School  and  Mr. 
Tedneld  Majcher  at  the  Junior  High  School  are  doing  a good 
job  keeping  our  buildings  in  good  order. 


Conclusion 

I wish  to  thank  the  P.  T.  A.,  the  Police  and  Fireman’s  As- 
sociations and  the  Taxpayers  Association  for  their  gifts  and 
continued  support  this  past  year.  We  also  thank  Mrs.  Adella 
Viveiros  and  Mrs.  Mary  Fernandes  for  their  efforts  in  getting 
the  cafeteria  off  to  a good  start.  The  School  Committee  has 
been  most  coperative  in  providing  the  necessary  equipment  and 
supplies  to  make  our  schools  a success. 

I would  also  say  that  we  owe  a great  deal  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Gerald  Fleming,  the  principal,  for  his  efforts  in  providing  the 
Town  of  Berkley  with  good  schools. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Berkley,  may  I say  that  we  are  glad  to  be 
able  to  serve  you  and  hope  that  you  will  continue  to  show  an 
interest  in  your  schools.

Following  the  format  instituted  last  year,  I will  compile  a 
two-fold  report  to  cover  the  two  schools  under  my  jurisdiction.

Elementary  School 

With  the  increased  enrollment  in  September,  we  were  forced 
to  open  with  the  new  building  filled  to  capacity.  Our  primary 
grades  seem  to  be  the  area  of  greatest  concentration  at  this 
time. 

The  enrollment  for  the  fall  term  included  41  in  grade  one,  48 
in  grade  two,  43  in  grade  three,  34  in  grade  four,  32  in  grade  five 
and  eight  in  the  opportunity  class. 

The  nine  rooms  were  filled  with  two  first  grades,  two  second 
grades,  one  third,  one  fourth,  a combination  third  and  fourth, 
one  fifth  and  the  opportunity  room. 

It  would  appear  that  next  September,  with  another  large 
first  grade  entering,  it  will  be  necessary  to  move  the  opportunity 
class  back  to  the  junior  high  school. 


Curriculum 

Extensive  changes  were  instituted  in  our  curriculum  this 
year  in  an  effort  toward  offering  our  students  the  best  possible 
education. 

Primarily,  modern  math  was  introduced  at  the  fourth  grade 
level.  This  will  be  supplemented  as  the  year  progresses  by  the 
use  of  similar  materials  in  grades  five  and  six. 

The  term,  “ modern  math”,  is  perhaps  a misnomer,  since 
the  process  is  simply  a different  approach  to  our  study  of  the 
number  system. 

Another  major  change  in  our  elementary  curriculum  this 
year  was  the  use  of  a phonetic  reading  system  to  supplement 
the  basic  reading  series  now  in  use. 

The  basic  reader  is,  of  course,  still  in  use,  yet  this  new  series 
is  intended  to  give  the  student  some  degree  of  independence  in 
attacking  words  by  sound,  rather  than  sight. 

Continuing  with  the  elementary  curriculum,  we  have  expand- 
ed the  use  of  Cuisenaire  rods  to  include  all  primary  grades. 
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These  were  used  in  one  first  grade  last  year  and  from  this  ex- 
periment it  was  deemed  justifiable  to  use  the  rods  in  the  first 
three  grades.  The  use  of  these  rods  gives  the  young  student 
something  of  a concrete  nature  to  help  him  grasp  the  theories 
of  numbers. 

Special  teachers  continue  to  come  to  the  elementary  school 
on  a part  time  basis  with  the  exception  of  the  art  teacher.  This 
year,  she  is  working  only  at  the  junior  high  level  in  the  three 
towns. 

The  music  supervisors,  both  vocal  and  instrumental,  spend 
one-half  day  per  week  in  the  elementary  school. 

Boys  and  girls  physical  education  supervisors,  while  using 
the  facilities  of  the  new  school,  conduct  one  class  per  week  for 
each  elementary  class. 

An  addition  to  the  system  this  year  is  a speech  therapist  who 
is  currently  working  with  14  students.  Mr.  Dennison  spends  two 
half  days  each  week  in  the  school  and  is  thereby  able  to  give 
therapy  twice  a week  to  those  students  who  need  it. 

Mr.  Spillane,  our  new  instrumental  music  teacher,  is  in- 
structing about  ten  students  in  the  elementary  school. 

The  elementary  supervisor.  Miss  Beckwith,  has  conducted  a 
twelve  week  course  for  teachers  in  modern  math. 


Administration 

The  task  of  administering  two  schools  remains  an  interesting 
challenge.  With  a total  enrollment  of  over  300  students,  it  be- 
comes increasingly  important  to  spend  as  much  time  as  possible 
in  the  classrooms. 

With  the  addition  of  a school  secretary  this  year,  the  princi- 
pal is  able  to  spend  more  time  in  classroom  visitations.  For  this 
addition  to  the  school  staff,  we  are  grateful. 

Our  teaching  staff  this  year  includes  three  teachers  who  were 
beginning  their  careers.  Also,  we  had  for  the  first  time,  a stu- 
dent trainee  from  Bridgewater  State  College.  Miss  Joyce 
Gamache,  our  trainee,  did  an  excellent  job  in  grade  one  and 
will  join  our  staff  next  September. 
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Testing 

The  testing  program  has  again  provided  us  with  results 
which  allow  us  to  better  know  each  of  our  students.  Readiness 
tests,  administered  early  in  grade  one,  abet  the  teachers  in 
grouping  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Intelligence  tests  were  administered  and  corrected  by  the 
principal.  Group  tests  were  given  in  grades  one,  three,  and  five. 
Individual  intelligence  tests  were  given  to  those  students  deemed 
necessary  by  teachers  or  principal. 

Stanford  Achievement  tests  were  given  in  all  grades  by  the 
teachers  last  spring.  It  is  the  yearly  achievement  test  which 
will  allow  us  to  honestly  evaluate  our  new  programs  at  the  end 
of  this  school  year. 

Library 

The  elementary  school  library  is  available  at  all  times  for 
reference  material.  Books  for  pleasure  reading  may  be  obtained 
three  afternoons  per  week,  when  student  librarians  from  the 
opportunity  room  staff  the  library. 

Our  selection  of  books,  although  meager,  is  supplemented 
by  an  ever-changing  selection  from  the  regional  bookmobile. 

I would  once  again  appeal  to  anyone  having  books  suitable 
for  elementary  school  children,  who  wish  to  donate  them,  to 
contact  the  principal. 

Unfortunately,  I would  consider  library  services  to  our  stu- 
dents to  be  our  weakest  area. 


Hot  Lunch  Program 

The  hot  lunch  program  got  underway  at  the  elementary 
school  on  April  22nd.  It  was  welcomed  by  approximately  85% 
of  our  student  population. 

The  food,  excellently  prepared  by  Mrs.  Adella  Viveiros,  man- 
ager, and  Mrs.  Mary  Fernandes,  has  added  another  chapter  to 
our  attempt  to  take  care  of  the  whole  child. 
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Since  the  cafeteria  opened  with  out  an  appropriation,  we 
are,  necessarily,  operating  in  “the  red.”  The  situation  is  im- 
proving monthly,  however,  as  we  continue  to  serve  about  70  to 
80%  of  our  students. 


Junior  High  School 

The  junior  high  school  has  grown  in  numbers  since  last  year 
due  to  the  transfer  of  grade  six  to  this  building.  The  move  was 
necessitated  by  the  complete  usage  of  rooms  at  the  elementary 
school. 

Enrollment  at  the  junior  high  includes  43  sixth  graders,  in 
two  divisions;  27  seventh  graders,  and  32  students  in  grade  eight. 
We  continue  to  operate  on  a departmentalized  schedule  similar 
to  the  one  instituted  last  year. 


Curriculum 

As  in  the  elementary  school,  major  changes  have  taken  place 
in  our  junior  high  school  curriculum.  Foremost  is  the  adoption 
of  modern  math  in  grade  7,  to  be  adopted  later  this  year  in 
grade  8. 

Another  area  of  change  is  the  introduction  of  Latin  as  an 
elective  in  the  eighth  grade.  The  majority  of  our  students  are 
taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity.  They,  themselves,  will  be 
rewarded  next  year  in  high  school  for  successfully  completing 
this  year’s  work. 

At  the  seventh  grade  level  we  are  teaching  French  as  a fol- 
low-up to  the  French  lessons  used  in  the  elementary  grades 
through  the  television  medium.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing a man  of  Mr.  Canuel’s  capabilities  in  making  the  transition 
from  grade  5 to  junior  high  language. 

The  remainder  of  the  curriculum  is  similar  to  the  one 
organized  last  year  as  we  began  our  junior  high  program. 


Administration 

Administering  the  junior  high  school,  although  small,  is  a 
time  consuming  effort.  In  addition  to  supervision  of  classes,  I 
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held  individual  guidance  conferences  with  each  of  the  eighth 
grade  students  last  spring.  This  practice  will  be  continued  this 
year. 

The  junior  high  program  also  entails  scheduling  of  extra- 
curricular functions  as  w'e  attempt  to  ready  our  students  for 
high  school. 

Plans  are  now  being  formulated  for  more  closely  correla- 
ted programs  of  study  with  the  high  school.  With  the  comple- 
tion of  these,  we  will  have  a continuing  program  in  grades  7 
through  12. 


Testing 

The  junior  high  testing  program  is  already  closely  connect- 
ed with  the  high  school.  Intelligence  tests,  achievement  tests, 
and  preference  tests  were  administered  in  conjunction  with  the 
high  school  last  spring. 

In  addition,  mechanical  aptitude  tests  were  administered  to 
boys  desirous  of  entering  the  vocational  school. 


Library 

Through  the  cooperation  of  Mrs.  Helen  Craven,  town  libra- 
rian, the  schedule  of  the  public  library  has  been  altered  to  fit 
the  school  program.  Each  student  is  afforded  the  opportunity  of 
visiting  the  library  weekly  to  obtain  necessary  reading. 

Mrs.  Craven  has  also  made  strenuous  efforts  to  get  books 
which  are  recommended  reading  for  junior  high  students.  We, 
in  the  school  department,  sincerely  appreciate  the  cooperation 
of  Mrs.  Craven. 


Hot  Lunch  Program 

Hot  lunches,  prepared  at  the  elementary  school,  have  been 
brought  to  the  junior  high  since  December  2nd.  This  facility  is 
conducted  by  Mrs.  Charlotte  Bowley,  assisted  by  students. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  participation  of  junior  high  stu- 
dents in  the  program.  The  daily  participation  of  these  students 
has  been  as  high  as  98%  and  no  lower  than  80%  at  this  writing. 

Students  go  through  a serving  line  in  the  auditorium  and  re- 
turn to  their  desks  in  the  home  rooms  to  eat  their  lunches. 

Dishes  are  then  returned  to  the  elementary  school  kitchen 
for  washing. 


Extra-curricular  activities 

Extra-curricula  and  co-curricular  activities  are  a necessary 
part  of  any  school  program.  We  have  attempted,  at  both  schools, 
to  include  as  many  of  these  activities  as  possible. 

In  the  elementary  school,  a planned  assembly  program  al- 
lows each  student  to  take  part  in  some  sort  of  production.  As- 
semblies are  held  at  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  mid-winter,  and 
Memorial  Day,  in  addition  to  the  spring  festival  of  song. 

Junior  high  students  staged  their  second  annual  Christmas 
program  and  did  an  excellent  job,  guided  by  Miss  Hathaway  and 
Mr.  Peters.  The  girls  glee  club  continues  to  function  and  we 
anticipate  their  participation  in  the  spring  festival. 

A junior  high  sports  program  is  conducted  giving  boys  the 
opportunity  of  playing  on  baseball  and  basketball  teams;  and 
for  the  girls,  softball  and  cheerleading. 

The  faculty  has  shown  a great  deal  of  interest  in  these  proj- 
ects and  have  given  freely  of  their  time  and  talents.  Mr.  Rich- 
mond and  Mr.  Canuel  are  handling  the  basketball  team  and  Mr. 
Cardoza  is  the  baseball  coach.  Last  year,  Mrs.  Scherer  man- 
aged the  girls  softball  team  assisted  by  Mr.  Fleming  and  Mrs. 
Straffin. 

Miss  Dunlap  of  the  elementary  school  faculty  has  taken 
charge  of  our  junior  high  cheerleaders  this  year. 

Fire  drills  are  held  periodically  in  both  schools  to  insure  a 
safe  and  orderly  evacuation  in  case  of  emergency.  Fire  evacua- 
tion procedures  are  posted  in  each  classroom. 
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As  in  the  past,  fire  drills  were  held,  in  cooperation  with  the 
local  fire  department,  at  both  schools  during  Fire  Prevention 
Week. 


Junior  high  students,  who  expressed  a desire,  were  taken  to 
Providence  to  view  Cinerama  last  winter.  A similar  trip  is 
scheduled  for  this  year. 


All  elementary  classes  were  taken  on  educational  field  trips 
last  year  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Clarence  Trenouth,  bus 
contractor.  The  Opportunity  Class,  this  year,  toured  the  State 
House  and  each  student  met  Governor  Peabody. 


Christmas  parties  were  held  in  classrooms  in  both  schools 
again  this  year.  This  annual  event  is  sponsored  by  the  Berkley 
Police  Association.  It  is  through  the  unceasing  generosity  of 
this  group  that  all  of  our  students  enjoy  the  final  afternoon  before 
Christmas  vacation.  We  are  extremely  grateful  for  their  thought- 
fulness. 


P.  T.  A. 


The  Berkley  P.T.A.  continues  to  be  a flourishing  organization. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Ernest  Stone,  and  later  Mrs.  Rob- 
ert Shepard,  the  group  has  been  actively  engaged  in  projects 
designed  to  aid  the  students. 


Through  this  organization  the  students  have  a set  of  swings 
in  the  school  yard.  A well-organized  group  of  fathers  erected 
this  equipment  on  a Sunday  afternoon. 


Also,  through  a concerted  membership  drive  this  fall,  a set 
of  encyclopedias  was  purchased  for  the  elementary  school 
library. 

Last  spring  the  group  held  an  enjoyable  banquet  and  dance 
for  the  eighth  graders  who  were  leaving  town  schools  and  enter- 
ing high  school. 


The  P.T.A.  is  considered  a vital  part  of  the  school  program. 
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Conclusion 

The  town  of  Berkley  has  a growing  school  system;  growing 
not  only  in  numbers  but  in  accomplishments.  It  has  a system  to 
which  each  staff  member  is  proud  to  belong. 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  a staff  with  such  a high 

degree  of  “esprit  de  corps”.  Each  is  striving  to  improve  at  all 
times  and  our  students  are  the  beneficiaries. 

I am  grateful  to  you,  Mr.  Roy,  and  the  members  of  the 

School  Committee  for  assembling  the  staff  we  have. 

The  addition  of  Mrs.  Anita  Maciejowski,  school  nurse,  to 
our  staff  was  an  excellent  choice.  She  is  dedicated  to  her  pro- 
fession and  to  the  well-being  of  our  students. 

With  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Mary  Straffin  as  secretary, 
the  principal  is  now  able  to  spend  more  time  in  the  classrooms, 
cognizant  of  the  facts  that  the  office  is  staffed  and  the  multitude 
of  paper  work  is  being  processed. 

Our  custodians,  Mr.  Richard  Babbitt  at  the  elementary 
school,  and  Mr.  Tedfield  Majcher  at  the  junior  high,  are  con- 
stantly striving  to  keep  our  buildings  in  the  best  possible  con- 
dition at  all  times.  Mr.  Majcher  spent  countless  hours  this  sum- 
mer washing  and  scrubbing  at  the  junior  high.  The  elementary 
school,  through  Mr.  Babbitt’s  care,  continues  to  look  as  it  did 
on  the  day  we  opened. 

I wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Roy,  for  your  direction  and  assis- 
tance this  year  as  in  previous  years.  The  school  committee, 
too,  deserve  credit  for  the  attention  given  our  educational  prog- 
ram. 

Parents  are  again  reminded  that  the  schools  are  yours  and 
you  are  welcome  to  come  and  visit  at  any  time.  The  teachers, 
and  myself,  are  willing  to  make  appointments  to  discuss  edu- 
cational problems  with  you. 

Our  studets  are  as  fine  a group  as  can  be  found  and  it  is 
through  the  sense  of  cooperation,  fostered  in  the  home,  that  our 
rapport  is  maintained.  We  appreciate  the  efforts  of  all  parents 
in  this  regard.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC  EDUCATION 
School  Union  No.  37 


Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy,  Superintendent

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  Director  of  Music  Education 
for  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

The  major  development  in  our  music  program  has  been  the 
initiating  of  a plan  to  organize  more  satisfactorily  our  course  of 
study  for  the  elementary  school  music.  This  has  been  a project 
to  be  used  throughout  the  entire  school  district.  It  should  result 
in  a more  well-rounded  presentation  of  music  including  singing, 
reading,  rhythms,  creative  activity  and  listening  within  the  indi- 
vidual schools  and  towns.  It  should  also  result  in  better  pre- 
pared boys  and  girls  for  participation  in  our  classes  and  ensem- 
bles at  the  senior  high  school  level. 

In  the  spring  of  1963  two  meetings  were  held  for  all  elemen- 
tary teachers  to  discuss  the  music  program.  The  materials  were 
prepared  by  the  professional  music  staff  and  covered  the  philos- 
ophy and  methods  of  music.  Major  emphasis  is  being  placed 
upon  an  adequate  music  reading  program  because  our  experi- 
ence at  the  higher  levels  mentioned  above  indicates  our  young 
people  were  not  sufficiently  well-prepared  to  handle  the  advanc- 
ed level  expected  at  the  high  school.  Though  they  had  desire 
they  lacked  ability  and  experience.  It  should  be  emphasized  that 
this  situation  was  not  the  result  of  inefficiency  on  the  part  of  the 
classroom  teacher  or  administration  but  of  a different  focus  as 
to  the  purpose  and  function  of  music  in  the  life  of  the  individual 
student.  This  parallels  the  general  situation  across  the  entire 
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country  where  a new  emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  music  as  an 
academic  discipline  as  well  as  a cultural  and  emotional  outlook. 
Rather  specifically  we  now  expect  our  students,  in  general,  to  be 
able  to  write  musically  that  which  they  hear,  and  to  sing  that 
which  they  read  or  see.  We  are  concerned  always  with  the 
singing  voices  of  our  children.  The  child’s  voice  is  not  an  adult 
voice  and  requires  special  insights  and  handling  if  maximum 
benefits  are  to  be  achieved.  It  has  been  gratifying  to  observe, 
from  my  point  of  view,  a gradual  and  consistent  improvement 
in  the  quality  and  use  of  our  children’s  voices  by  the  classroom 
teachers. 

Miss  Hathaway,  our  elementary  music  supervisor,  should 
be  commended  for  her  continuing  effort  to  achieve  these  re- 
sults. As  in  all  forms  of  education  spectacular  achievements 
rarely  occur  in  a short  space  of  time  in  the  field  of  music.*  At 
the  recent  Christmas  program  I was  especially  impressed  also 
by  part-singing  of  the  Junior  High  School  girls’  chorus.  I no- 
ticed a marked  improvement  over  the  previous  year  which  was 
the  first  year  of  the  chorus. 

In  the  instrumental  field  our  results  are  not  dramatic  but 
continuing.  The  general  reorganization  of  the  schools  them- 
selves affect  the  development  of  our  program.  Last  year  was 
the  first  year  of  the  junior  high  school.  We  found  very  little 
individual  instrumental  preparation  to  provide  the  nucleus  of  a 
band.  In  order  to  provide  some  experiences  the  band  was  com- 
bined with  that  from  the  Rehoboth  Junior  High  School  for  public 
appearances. 

Mr.  Watson,  our  band  supervisor  during  the  1962-63  school 
year,  initiated  a pre-instrumental  program  in  one  third  grade. 
We  are  evaluating  that  program  now  and  expect  to  carry  it  out 
with  Mr.  Spillane,  the  new  band  supervisor. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  thank  all  the  teachers,  Mr.  Fleming, 
and  our  music  staff.  In  the  development  of  our  music  program 
we  are  constantly  presenting  new  ideas  and  approaches.  All 
concerned  have  responded  with  open  minds  and  vigor  to  assist 
in  making  music  for  our  chilldren  more  meaningful  that  their 
lives  may  be  more  fruitful.

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REPORT  OF  BERKLEY  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  school  nurse  of  Berkley 
Public  Schools.  With  the  help,  guidance  and  understanding  of 
the  school  principal,  Mr.  Fleming,  I have  been  able  to  establish 
a School  Health  Program  as  follows:  to  appraise  the  health  sta- 
tus of  pupils;  to  counsel  pupils,  parents  and  teachers  concerning 
appraisal  findings;  to  assist  in  health  education;  to  help  prevent 
and  control  disease;  to  provide  emergency  service  for  injury  or 
sudden  illness. 


Appraising  Pupil  Health 

Screening  tests  as  prescribed  by  the  Massachusetts  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  have  been  completed  as  follows: 

Heights  and  weights  have  been  taken  on  a total  of  304  stu- 
dents. These  have  been  recorded  on  the  individual  cumulative 
health  records.  Since  I am  interested  in  measuring  progress  of 
the  physical  development  of  each  child  I made  a further  inter- 
esting study  of  the  Berkley  School  children  by  using  the  height- 
weight  graphs  developed  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Health 
Problems  in  Education  of  the  National  Education  Association. 
I plan  to  repeat  this  procedure  in  the  spring  so  that  I may  ob- 
tain the  necessary  information  concerning  the  growth  pattern 
of  each  student. 

The  Titmus  Optical  Tester  was  borrowed  from  the  school 
nurse  in  Dighton  and  299  students  were  tested.  There  were  27 
students  who  failed  this  test.  Referral  slips  were  sent  out  to  the 
parents  of  all  the  students  who  failed  this  vision  test. 

Dr.  Alan  Poole  completed  physical  exams  on  a total  of  142 
students.  These  included  the  students  in  grades  one,  three,  five, 
seven  and  the  Opportunity  Class.  Thirteen  athletic  physicals 
were  done.  Seventeen  parents  witnessed  the  physical  examina- 
tions of  their  children  and  had  the  opportunity  to  discuss  health 
problems  with  the  school  physician  and  the  school  nurse. 
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I hope  to  be  able  to  complete  hearing  tests  as  soon  as  the 
audiometer  is  made  available  to  me. 

All  students  were  spot  checked  for  scalp  and  skin  conditions 
at  the  same  time  that  individual  screening  tests  were  made. 


Health  Counseling 

Thirty-seven  referral  slips  have  been  sent  out  to  parents  in 
reference  to  the  appraisal  findings  of  their  children.  School 
health  conferences  have  been  held  with  twenty  parents.  Nine 
home  visits  have  thus  far  been  made.  Five  visits  have  been 
made  to  health,  welfare  and  educational  organizations. 

I had  the  pleasure  of  individual  health  conferences  with  all 
of  the  eighth  grade  students.  At  this  time  I was  able  to  review 
the  health  status  with  each  student  and  offered  the  student  an 
opportunity  to  discuss  any  health  or  emotional  problem  with  the 
school  nurse  prior  to  his  or  her  entering  high  school. 


Health  Education 

In  October  I talked  to  the  first,  second  and  third  graders  on 
the  subject  of  the  “Common  Cold.”  A cartoon-type  film  entitled 
“How  to  Catch  a Cold”  was  shown  at  this  time. 

Also  in  October  both  Dr.  Poole  and  I discussed  the  School 
Health  Program  at  a meeting  of  the  P.  T.  A.  Health  pamphlets 
on  various  subjects  of  interest  were  made  available  to  the  par- 
ents at  this  time.  I also  demonstrated  the  use  of  the  Titmus 
Tester  to  a few  of  the  parents  upon  request. 

In  November  I ordered  and  distributed  to  the  teachers,  a 
pamphlet  entitled  “What  Teachers  See”. 

Mrs.  Scherer,  teacher  of  the  Opportunity  Class,  asked  me  to 
talk  to  her  students  on  the  subject  of  good  health  habits.  We  did 
this  by  holding  daily  health  inspections  during  the  month  of 
November.  Students  partcipated  by  short  discussions  on  posture, 
cleanliness,  tidiness,  eating  habits,  etc.  We  all  took  a great 
interest  in  this  teacher-student-nurse  program. 
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In  December,  Mr.  Richmond,  teacher  of  the  sixth  grade, 
invited  me  to  conduct  one  of  the  eighth  grade  science  classes. 
The  subject  included  the  heart  and  the  circulatory  system.  The 
students  took  an  active  part  in  dissecting  turkey  hearts. 

Other  methods  of  health  education  were  carried  out  through 
the  media  of  health  posters,  health  bulletins  and  health  surveys. 


Health  Room  Services 

There  were  a total  of  155  visits  made  to  the  Health  Room. 
Student  illnesses  showed  the  following  symptoms:  37  stomach- 
aches; 21  head-aches;  19  minor  injuries  (cuts,  bruises,  bumps, 
etc.);  18  coughs  and  colds;  6 sore  throats;  8 nose  bleeds;  6 rash- 
es; 5 emotional  problems;  2 toothaches;  2 nuisance  diseases; 
and  31  miscellaneous  complaints  (1  hangnail,  1 splinter,  1 fatigue, 
several  health  talks,  etc.) 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  school  principal,  Mr.  Fleming.  His  genuine  interest  in  the 
health  education  of  all  students  has  contributed  toward  ensuring 
the  well-being  of  all  Berkley  school  children.  I also  wish  to 
thank  all  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  me  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  screening  tests;  Dr.  Poole,  school  phy- 
sician, for  his  helpful  suggestions  and  recommendations;  Mrs. 
Straffin,  secretary,  for  her  time  in  typing  and  mimeographing 
health  educational  material  for  use  in  the  classrooms;  school 
nurses  in  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  for  offering  the  use  of  their 
vision  and  hearing  equipment;  and  to  all  the  parents  for  their 
cooperation  and  interest  in  helping  us  carry  out  a good  health 
program  for  all  the  students  in  the  Berkley  Schools. 

I also  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Roy,  and  the  School  Commit- 
tee for  appointing  me  as  school  nurse  of  the  Berkley  Public 
Schools. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  serve  in  the  Town  of  Berkley.

Physical  examinations  in  both  schools  are  largely  completed 
with  the  capable  assistance  of  Mrs.  Maciejowski,  School  Nurse. 
Students  are  maintaining  a commendable  degree  of  health  and 
development. 

First  aid  procedures,  School  Health  rules  and  principles 
have  been  established  or  revised. 

School  Nurse  is  taking  special  work  in  the  use  of  Massachu- 
setts Vision  Test  and  the  Audiometer.  Examinations  of  hearing 
and  vision  are  well  under  way. 

Because  of  the  developing  “Suburban”  classification  of  many 
of  our  new  families  (where  one  or  both  parents  work  at  some 
distance  from  Berkley),  we  are  faced  with  increasing  difficulty 
in  sending  home  promptly  those  children  who  are  found  to  be 
ill  during  the  school  session.  The  possibility  of  partitioning  off 
a cubicle  in  the  Health  Room  where  children  with  fevers  could 
be  isolated  without  upsetting  School  Health  activities  or  expos- 
ing other  pupils  to  their  illnesses,  should  be  investigated. 

My  gratitude  again  goes  to  all  personnel  in  the  Berkley 
Schools  for  patience  and  cooperation.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  to  the  Engineering,  Legal  Fees,  North 
and  South  Main  Streets  Account,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate sums  of  money  for  the  following  accounts,  namely: 
Berkley-Dighton  Bridge  Expense,  Road  Machinery  Account, 
Street  Lights,  Snow  Removal,  Sanding  and  Snow  Fence,  Care  of 
Berkley  Common,  Town  Reports,  Town  Water,  Cemeteries, 
Veterans’  Memorial,  Public  Institutional  Property  Insurance, 
Building  and  Sanitary  Permits  Agent,  Reserve  Account,  Com- 
pensation Insurance,  Interest  on  Loans,  Bristol  County  Retire- 
ment Assessment,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate sums  of  money  for  General  Relief,  Old  Age  Assistance, 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assistance,  Welfare  Ad- 
ministration, Veterans  Services  and  Medical  Assistance  for  the 
Aged,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  the  School  Department,  or  act 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  the  Public  Library,  and  to  trans- 
fer a sum  of  money  to  the  Public  Library  from  the  Dog  Fund, 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  unpaid 
bills  of  previous  years,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  therefor,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  to  pay  an  installment  for  the  expert 
appraisal  of  real  estate  as  voted  on  February  27,  1962,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  to 
the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  the  unexpended  balances  in 
the  following  accounts:  Riverside  Drive,  Plain  Street  Construc- 
tion, Fire  Station  Construction,  Berkley  Common  Station,  and 
Aerial  Photography,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate, or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury,  a sum 
of  money  for  the  permanent  construction  of  Anthony  Street,  or 
•take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  section 
III  of  Article  XIII  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  to 
read  as  follows: 


Section  3 

a.  No  building,  residential,  business,  or  industrial,  or  a 
house  trailer  to  be  used  as  a residence  and  including  any  acces- 
sory buildings  thereof  shall  be  hereafter  erected  or  placed  on  any 
lot  of  land  having  a frontage  on  a street  or  roadway  of  less  than 
one  hundred  twenty-five  (125)  feet  and  having  an  area  ,of  less 
than  eighteen  thousand  (18,000)  square  feet,  unless  at  the  time 
of  adoption  of  this  by-law,  ownership  of  such  lost  was  held 
separately  from  the  adjacent  land,  or  such  lot  was  shown  on  a 
plan  or  described  in  a deed  recorded  with  the  Bristol  County 
(Taunton  District)  Registry  of  Deeds. 

b.  No  building  to  be  used  for  dwelling  purposes  which  does 
not  contain  at  least  six  hundred  (600)  square  feet  of  foundation 
area,  exclusive  of  porches,  steps,  attached  garages,  or  similar 
projections  shall  hereafter  be  erected  or  placed  upon  any  lot  of 
land. 

Article  26.  Tu  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article 
XIII  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  and  accept  the 
following  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  VII  of  Article  XIII : 


Section  7 

a.  A house  trailer  shall  be  defined  as  a structure  primarily 
designed,  built  or  altered  to  be  drawn  or  hauled  by  a vehicle 
and  to  be  used  for  living  purposes,  whether  on  wheels  or  on  a 
temporary  or  permanent  foundation;  a mobile  home. 
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b.  No  permit  for  a house  trailer  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  duly  authorized  agents  to  any  appli- 
cant except  one  who  is  at  the  time  the  application  is  made  in  the 
process  of  actually  constructing  or  erecting  a dwelling  house  on 
the  same  premises.  Such  a permit  shall  be  valid  for  one  year, 
and  may  be  extended  for  one  additional  year  by  said  Board  if  the 
Board  is  satisfied  that  the  construction  of  the  house  is  being 
carried  on  in  good  faith.  The  Board  shall  revoke  the  additional 
permit  if  the  construction  ceases  to  be  carried  forward  in  good 
faith. 


c.  Any  house  trailer  located  in  the  Town  before  this  By-Law 
becomes  effective  may  be  replaced  by  succeeding  house  trailers 
in  the  same  location  and  under  the  same  or  another  ownership. 

d.  An  unoccupied  house  trailer  may  be  parked  on  private 
property  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  preceding  sections 
a,  b,  and  c.
